The present invention will be detailed. Facing 
material slurry according to the present invention 
mainly contains one or more composite of fire 
resistance material such as silica flour and 
diatomaceous earth as aggregate; bentonite as binder; 
and water as diffusing medium. A feature of the 
present invention is adding cationic or nonionic 
foaming surface active agent to the main components to 
foam the active agent in the main components, thereby 
generating a lot of bubbles therein. Applying such 
slurry to the mold surface easily causes to form 
porous coating, i.e. a facing material layer. With 
the facing material of the porous coating, casting by 
pouring molten metal into the mold can be carried out 
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such that the molten metal penetrates into all bubbles 
in the coating. Accordingly, the facing material is 
adhered to the casting product, and when the casting 
product is taken out, no facing material is remained 
in the mold. Therefore, the facing material is 
reapplied to the mold per casting. 
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
